East are, primarily, the Arabs' hatred of 
Israel, the abject poverty of the great ma- 
jority of the Arab people, the sudden 
emergence from colonialism, and the ex- 
ploitation of these fears and hatreds by the 
Soviet Union.

It is an Interesting system 


because it permits the great- 
est degree of human liberty 
by deliberately sacrificing 
the power of the government 
to «ule by fiat, which has 
usually been the method of 
rulers. Instead, the constitu- 
tion established a system of 
checks and balances so that 
absolute power is lodged no- 
where and in no person. That 
such a system should have 
survived so long is remark- 
'able, because the looseness 
of authority makes for waste 
and inefficiency. It also 
gives ample opportunity lor 
political racketeers to abuse 
the opportunities that are 
open to them. 


War Never Ended 


Only in time of war have 


Americans consented to the 
application of extraordinary 
powers by the president. Un- 
fortunately World war II 
never, quite ended. It has 
continued into what is for 
convenience called the "cold 
war," « political extension 
of a war of balance and at- 
trition. This "cold war," in 
its current phase, is marked 
by a contest in the produc- 
tion of new weapons which 
are themselves novel appli- 
cations of newly - revealed 
scientific principles. 


There are those who con- 


tinue to comfort themselves 
with tales of Russian thefts 
of American secret formu- 
lae, a comfort which true or 
untrue is now of no political 
significance. The fact is that 
Soviet Russia, if not abso- 
lutely equal to us in this 
field, is not far behind. 
Should it be proved, as it 
well might be. that Russian 
submarines off the coast of 
Florida c a u s e d American 
sputniks to fail, it can only 
be that they already have a 
device of defense against 
rockets and missiles, and 
therefore are ahead of us. 


If the Russians pet far 


ahead of us in this field, it 
•will be argued that we must 
change our system of gov- 
ernmenU as some now want 
us to change our systcoi of 
education to meet the 'ene- 
my. In a word, there will be 
those who will attribute our 
failure, should we fail, to a 
loose system of government 
in which individual liberty 
is regarded as more valuable 
than government efficiency. 
Already in the time of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, be- - 
cause of depression and war, 
there were those who set the 
presidency apart as a sacer- 


dotal office, with the presi- 
dent as sort of a man-god, a 
deus ex machine that could 
solve all problems with per- 
fection of wisdom. 


Harry Truman was too hu- 


man for such a' conception 
and it looked as though'it 
might disappear with him, 
but it returned with Eisen- 
hower, the very Republicans 
who had criticized Roosevelt 
as an absolutist, seeking 
such perfections in Eisen- 
hower. However^ no matter 
how popular the president re- 
mained, he could not trans* 
fer such popularity to Sher- 
man Adams and Jim Hager- 
ty who look and act very hu- 
man, indeed, and often ex- 
ceed constitutional authority. 


Question of Authority 


In the. senate preparedness 


subcommittee's h e a r i ngs, 
the testimony in which I am 
now engaged in reading, 
time after time, the question 
of authority arises. General 
Twining's outburst in his de- 
bate with Senator Symington 
is most interesting, because 
therein lies both a criticism 
and an objective view of our 
problem. 


The issue is a clear one. 


Congress votes the appropri- 
ations. It needs to know what 


it is voting for. It needs to 


• know whether there is an 
h o n e s t administration of 
funds voted; whether enough 
or too much money is voted 
and what is accomplished 
thereby. That is constitu- 
tionally the function of con- 
gress. To this challenge of 


i this function, the chairman 
of the joint chiefs of staf, 
General Nathan Twining, re- 
plied: "...

Fold it a second time to-crease 
it into quarter sections, then 
a third time to crease it into 
eighths (Figure 3). 


With scissors, cut a design in 


the paper, being careful not to 
cut through the single heavy 
fold that is at one side. Figure 
4 shows how to do it. When 
the cutting has been finished, 
unfold the paper and you'll see 
you have created an attractive 
design.. 


Cover the fiat center of the 


plate with a thin coat of paste.
